Suspended 
from the middle of the ceiling were two bells covered with chry santhe- 
mums and smilax. At one end of the gym, on the basket-ball board, was 
a most skilfully wrought class shield, illuminated with yellow and green 
lights. At the other end of the gym hung the class banner. Small green 
and yellow lights hung from the track at equal intervals; yellow and 
sreen bunting was draped between. 

During the evening, playing at random on the dancers, were colored 
lights which were provided and skilfully manipulated by a member of our 


own class, Harold J. Allington. 


It was a fine August afternoon and, as I sat in the grandstand at 
Bennet Park, Г was glad to be alive. The sky overhead was clear and 


blue with here and there a white cloud drifting lazily by, the grass un- 


derneath was green, while the mass of howling humanity overflowing 


the grandstand and bleachers was vari-hued, making a pleasing color 
scheme. 

Detroit was to cross bats with Boston. The batteries were “The 
Grand Old Couple,” Young and Criger for Boston, and Donovan and 
Schmidt for Detroit.
